James A. MacKinnon, M.P., 
Gives Definite Informa- 
tion on Program 


Definite information as to the 
work the federal government is 
undertaking in the North West 
Territories this summer has been 
received in Edmonton from James 
A. MacKinnon, M.P. for Edmonton 
West, who has been busying him- 
self in this question at Ottawa. 

According to a memorandum re- 
eeived by Mr. MacKinnon from the 
department of public works the fol- 
lowing is the scheduled program: 

1—Complete the main road to 


the waterfront at Fort Smith; also 
improve and extend the roads 
within the settlement 


2—Construction of a new road to 
the frontage of the government lots 
downstream from the main landing 
at Fort Smith where additional sea- 
plane facilities will be established. 

3—Further improve the Fort 
Smith waterfront, including existing 
retaining walls, wharves, etc 

4—Provide docking facilities for 
seaplanes and watercraft at Fort 
Fitzgerald, Fort Smith, Yellow- 
knife, Fort Simpson and Fort Nor- 
man. 

§-—-Extend and improve the win- 
ter airplane landings at Fitzgerald, 
Fort Smith, Resolution, Providence, 
Wrigley and Norman, 

According to the memo from the 
public works officials some of 
this work will be done under the 
supervision of the district agent at 
Fort Smith and the balance by the 
Dominion department of public 
works,

Finance Minister Relies on Improvements in 
Coming Year—Excise, Income Tax 
Remains Unchanged 

OTTAWA, June 16.—Relying on improved conditions 
rather than increased contributions from the people to wipe | 
out an estimated deficit of $23,000,000 for the current fiscal 
year, Finance Minister Dunning presented Thursday a brief | 


budget containing no tariff changes or tax increases 2 
with substantially mag — and excise exemptions 


Outstanding features the 
budget: 

Sales tax removed from major 
building materiale and exemp- 
tions otherwise broadened. 

No changes in customs tariff. 

No changes in excise tax.

No change in tax rate on in- 
dividual or corporate incomes, 

Partial income tax exemptions 
on cofporations contributions to 
pension funds. | 

Dunning warns of difficulties | 
facing Washington trade negotia-

Government opposes tariff re- | 
ductions except by bilateral trade 
agreements with United States 
and United Kingdom. 

Failure to have the new trade 
agreement with the U.S. concluded 
in time for the budget, was noted 
in the minister's address, and was 
the reason given for not disturbing 
the customs tariff at this time. 

Difficulties were to be faced in 
negotiating that agreement, Mr 
Dunning said, and he warned that 
Canadians must make contributions 
to a general settlement “if we are 
to find a fair and practicable solu- 


tion.” 

NO UNILATERAL CUTS

Public Debt Tal Takes Much 


Out Of Taxpayers’ 
Pockets 


OTTAWA, June 16.—Of every 
$100 of revenue collected by the 
Dominion government $86.83 
comes from taxation, with the 
sales tax the biggest contributor 
at $26.72, Finance Minister Dun- 
ning disclosed in his budget 
speech today. 

Income tax provides $23.29 of 
every $100 collected, customs dut- 
ies $18.09, excise duties $10,07, 
manufacturers, importation and 
stamp tax, etc, $8.28, and Other 
taxes 38 cents. Non-tax revenues 
provide $11.93, and other receipts 
$1.24, 

Of every $100 expended by the 
governmen; interest and other 
charges on the public debt takes 
the largest single slice—$25.81. 

Special expenditures like un 

employment relief and kindred 
projects take another $12.92, gov 
ernment enterprises including the 
Canadian National Railways de- 
ficit, $8.45, pensions and treatment 
for ex-soldiers, $10.25 

Old age pensions require $540 
subsidies to provinces $4.00, and 
the combined government depait- 
ments $31.82. 

Civil pensions and superannua- 
tions, write-down of assets and 
capital expenditures account for 
$1.35.

OTTAWA, June 16.—Prime Min- 
ister Mackenzie King last night 
issued the following statement on 
disallowance of two Alberta legisla- 
ture acts: 

His Excellency the Governor Gen- 
eral approved on 
council, P. C. 1867, concurring in 
the report of the minister of justice, 
on nine acts of the legislature of 
Alberta, two of them enacted in 
19387 and the remaining seven in 
1938. At the same time, His Ex- 
cellency has approved an order- 
in-council, P. C. 1368, disallowing 
two of these statutes, namely; 

An act for the security of home 
owners, and 

An act to impose a tax on certain 
securities in the year 1938, 


PROCEEDINGS PROHIBITED 


has order-in- 


The act for the security of home | 


owners prohibits the comencement 
or continuance of all proceedings 


for the foreclosure of mortgages, or | 
a farm-| 


sale, under mortgage, on 
home. This includes the quarter- 
section of land on which the house 
is situated. Similarly, under the 
statute in question, proceedings are 
prohibited in the case of all mort- 
gages on urban homes unless the 
creditor deposits $2,000, which sum 


is payable to the debtor in the final | 


order of foreclosures or sale, The 
act applies to mortgages executed 
up to March 1, 1958, and makes no 
distinction between debtors who 
are able to pay and those who are 
not. The provisions of the act are 
extremely vague, particularly with 
regard to the rights of the creditor. 


REGARDLESS OF VALUE 

The Securities’ Tax Act imposes 
a tax of two per cent on the un- 
paid principal sum of all mortgages 
on property in the province. The 
tax became due and payable on 
June 1, 1938. For failure to pay the 
tax, there is a penalty of five per 
cent of the tax for every month of 
default. The tax is imposed on all 
mortgages whether 
dntes of Alberta or otherwise, ex- 
cept that a certain discrimination 
is made in favor of certain resi- 
dents of Alberta or otherwise, ex- 
upon the extent to which they are 
liable for income tax in the prov- 
ince. The tax is payable regardless 
of the real value of the security, 


or the actual income derived from) 


the mortgage. 

In the view of the government 
the two acts which have been 
disallowed form the central part 
of a scheme of legislation which, 
under guise of establishing a 
moratorium, of barring stale 
claims, and of taxing property in 
the province. is calculated to 
bring about a general clearance 
of mortgage debts in the prov- 
ince. 

Creditors largely affected are 
Dominion Corporations such as in- 
surance companies and trust and 
loan companies, established under 
the laws of Canada, and doing bus- 
iness throughout the Dominion, The 
policy holders, debenture holders, 
depositors, creditors and sharehold- 
ers of these corporations, most of 
whom reside outside Alberta, are 
expected to bear the burden of this 
scheme of repudiation and debt 
clearance. The two per cent tax 
is designed to provide revenue for 
the province of Alberta derived 
largely from sources outside the 
province. 


PROBABLE EFFECT 

The superintendent of insurance 
has estimated the probable effect of 
this legislation upon certain com- 
panies under his supervision, In the 
course of this estimate he has stated 
that, if the legislation were allowed 
to remain in force, the task of the 
department of insurance would be- 
come an impossible one, and 
financial supervision of insurance 
companies by the dominion govern- 
ment would be an illusion 

In his report to His Excellency 
the minister of justice has stated: 


“These enactments are unjust 
in that they confiscate the pro- 
perty of one group of persons for 
another group; they authorize and 
encourage repudiation by debtors 
regardless of their ability to pay 
their debts. They discriminate in 
that they seek to relieve Albertans 
at the expense of Canadians gen- 
erally, They impose such a bur- 
den on dominion corporations as 
will drive them out of Alberta, 
thas depriving Canadian citizens 
in Alberta of the services ren- 
dered by such corporations. If 
allowed to operate they will in- 
jure public and private credit in 
Canada,” 

He proceeds to point out that it is 
one of the cardinal principles of the 
Act of Confederation that the pro- 
vincial legislatures should be con- 
fined, in their exercise of their sov- 
ereign legislative power, to enact- 
ing laws provincial or local in scope, 
The legislature of Alberta has not, 
in the minister's opinion, and in 
that of the government, engaged 
itself genuinely and in good faith 
in the legislative field assigned to 
it by the B.N.A. Act. Instead it has 
deliberately legislated in a manner 
injurious to the public interest of 
Canada and contrary to the clear 
intention of the Act of Confedera- 
tion

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Prison Reform 


The Royal Commission headed by Mr. 
Justice Archambault, which investigated 
Canada’s penal,system, covered a lot of 
ground, topically and geographically. The 
report deals with the mechanism and 
methods employed in the punishment of 
law-breakers, from the management of 
Dominion penitentiaries to juvenile courts, 
taking in prison labor, segregation, parole, 
the Borstal system, centralization of con- 
trol, and radios for prisoners. 

While they do not say it in so many 
words, the investigators seem to have 
reached the conclusion that Major-Gen- 
eral Ormond was about the poorest quali- 
fied man in Canada to direct the opera- 
tions of the penitentiaries, and that his 
chief assistants were of the same type. 
Wherefore they recommend a_ general 
clearance of the headquarters staff. 

Not only so; they also advise that the 
one-man control set-up be abolished, and 
replaced by a commission of three, whose 
business would be to supervise and direct 
the conduct of these institutions. A mul- 
titude of other recommendations testify 
to the industry of the commissioners and 
the numerous points at which they think 
changes should be made. 

In general, the view of the investiga- 
tors is that our penal system is too exclu- 
sively penal, and not sufficiently reform- 
ative. They want it overhauled with a 
view to introducing more humane meth- 
ods, and aiming more at the salvation of 
the offender than at merely punishing 
him.

It is generally assumed, and at least 
hinted in a statement issued on behalf of 
the banks, that the tax measures passed 
at the recent session of the legislature are 
the deciding factor in causing this change 
of bank policy from one of expansion to 
one of retrenchment. If so, the $107,000 
which the legislature hoped to collect by 
the tax would be poor compensation for 
the chaotic condition into which business 
would be thrown and the costly expedients 
to which residents of the bankless com- 
munities would be driven. 


Whatever the cause, it is of vital con- 
cern to the people of a very large section 
of the province that the bank-closing epi- 
demic be stopped by some means and the 
branches marked for closing kept open. 
This is the twentieth century, not the 
eighteenth. It will not do to have people 
in the larger centres doing business by 
twentieth century methods but those in 
other parts forced to adopt the methods 
of their great-grandfathers.

Why is it that when you hit your “crazybone” 
at the elbow, the ends of the fingers may hurt? 
The answer lies in the fact that irritations occurs 
ring along the course of a nerve are often re- 


flected in a sensation of pain at either end of 
the nerve trunk instead of at the part which is 
hurt. When you strike your funnybone, you hit 
the nerve half-way along its course and the pain 
may be registered in the fingers, 

It is sometimes difficult to know offhand the 
cause of a pain simply because pains will reflex 
to distant parts, As I explained in my article 
yesterday, the cause of a pain may be far re- 
moved from the spot where the pain is located. 

A good example of this is seen in tri-facial 
neuralgia. The pain experienced by a patient 
suffering with this disorder may be extreme, and 
it may be difficult for the patient to believe that 
the primary source of this pain may usually be 
found in some irritation of the alimentary canal, 

There is nearly always some definite source 
of irritation which is located in the stomach or 
intestines, although it may not seem possible to 
the patient that the real cause lies so far away 
from the painful area of the face. The treatment 
to be used is one which is soothing to the irritat- 
ed digestive tube and this is generally effective 
in quieting down the pain. 

Neuritis is a disorder capable of causing very 
severe pain, being due to an irritation of the 
nerves, A general bodily toxemia must be con- 
sidered one of the most important causes of irri- 
tation of this type, with the toxins being de- 
posited around the nerves. If the patient is will- 
ing to dig down to the real cause of his pain, he 
will generally find that the toxins responsible 
for his trouble are principally due to intestinal 
poisons. Sometimes neuritis is due to a lack of 
vitamin B in the dietary, it is true, but more 
often it is due to this irritation I have described. 

I do not intend that any reader try to dis- 
cover the cause of pain in his own case through 
the information I have given, as a careful diag- 
nosis and examination are usually needed be- 
fore locating with any certainty the cause of a 
repeated pain. The best plan is to be examined 
in order to find the real cause.

RUNS THROUGH 
NORTH HISTORY 


Deputy Minister Of Mines 
Addresses Canadian Au- 
thors’ Association 


OTTAWA, June 16.—Canada's 
forthiand is a rich and virgin 
field for authors, Dr, Charles 


Camsell, deputy minister of mines 
and resources, said last night in 


an address to the Canadian 
Authors’ Association. 
Development of the fur trade 


and the mining industry should be 
a fruitful field for literature. A 
predominating strain of tragedy 
ran through the history of the 
northland and the lives of 
who lived there, 


HARD COUNTRY 

“This tragic strain is only to be 
expected when you realize the 
nature of the country, its climate, 
and the severity of conditions un- 
der which people live,” he said. “It 
is a hard country to live in and 
only the strong and vigorous can 
endure it or those who know no 
other conditions of life.” The north 
moulded a kindly, generous, honest 
and hospitable people. 

“Who is to occupy that vast 
country as a permanent home if 
we allow the native people to dis- 
appear?” he asked. “I look upon 
the Eskimo as the only people 
who can live contentedly on the 
northern fringe of this continent. 
These people, therefore, must be 
preserved.” 

History seemed to be against the 
possibility of preserving the north- 
ern natives. Where civilization 
touched a primitive people, that 
people usually went to the wall. 


MUST BE DONE 

“It will be difficult to avert that 
end, but it must be done, even if it 
does curtail the opportunities of 
the white man in the north. Every 
step we take in the administration 
of the North West 
directed to that end, 
though we have to suffer the crit-

than they do.”
